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Bohn Declares Her Daughters

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Mrs. Regina Shine, a widow 72 years 
old, was overpowered in her room 
Thursday afternoon, dragged forcibly 
down the stairway, thrust into a car- 
riage and taken to St. Vincent’s Insane 
Asylum by William F. Bohn, Chief 
Deputy Public. Administrator, assisted 
by Policeman Stephensmeyer of the Carr 
Street District and the driver of the 
carriage, whose name is not known to 
the authorities. 

After she had been locked in the asy- 
lum, Mr. Bohn. returned to- her house 
and searched it. He took charge of 
$10,000 in bonds and $39 in cash which he 
found there. 

Mr. Bohn refused to talk about the 
case Friday, except. to admit that Mrs. 
Shine had not been adjudged insane and 
incapable of managing her own affairs. 

Bohn Declines to Talk. 
~“Under whose -order. did-you. capture 
her and take her to an asylum?” he 
was asked. 

“I can’t discuss the case now,” said 
Mr. Bohn, “further than to say my or- 
ders were satisfactory ”’ 

The orders, Deputy Bohn safd, came 
from Mrs. Shine’s daughter, Mrs. John 
Crawford, of 4724 St. Louis avenue. 
Mrs. Shine, who lives at 932 North 
Twenty-first street, has a son, John T. 
Clipys, in Burnsville, Mo.

His decision to apply for the reward 
was indorsed Thursday in a meeting of 
the directofs of his firm. They are, be- 
sides himself, William Grafeman, Peter 
Hahn, Victor Diesing and James H. 
Roach. The company_requires power to 
operate a number of mills, in which 
paints are ground. 

“During the month ending May 20, 
1907," sald Mr. Summerskill to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, “our shop ran stead- 
ily, closing only on Sundays. We were 


Ernest W. Summerskill,. vice-president 
of the Great Western Paint and Color 
Co., 814 Manchester avenue, wrote a 
letter to the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. Friday in which he declared 


himself a candidate for the $100 reward 
recently offered by the electric company 
for the “best plan to interest the public 
in the truth concerning our rates for 
service.”’ 

Accompanying the letter Mr. Sum- 
merskill sent bills rendered his firm by 
the Union Electric Light and Power Co. 
for electric power for the month end- 
ing May 20, 1908, and, for comparison, | 
the bills for the corresponding time -in 
1907. These bills show that last year

The interview With M. L. dfolman, 
former Water Comissioner, publisied in 
Thursday's nerietinste wantege Was abso: 
jutely, aecurate. 

I obtained that int erview from Mr. 
Ho!man. 

I went to his office to find out wheihe: 
ne had been employed by the Union 
Electrie Light and Power Co. to com- 
pare its November rate schedule with 
the rates in effect prior to that time. 

When I called on Mr. Holman, whom 
I have interviewed many times, he was 
alone in his pr:vate office. 

We discussed general subjects for a 
few minutes. Mr. Helman said that tie 
was going to New York for some commit- 
tee conferencés regarding the meeting 
of the American Society of Eng-fieers, 
and that from New York he was g6ing 
to Denver to try to finish the appraise- 
ment of the Denver Waterworks, 

Discussed His Busiucss. 

From Denver, he said, he was going 
direct to Detroit to preside at the cun- 
vention of engineers, and then he was 
going to try to find a quiet piace for a 
Week’s rest. He said he had _ been 
working very hard on diffigult subjects 
and had been forced by tie pressure of 
his business to decline several good en- 
garcements. 

After some {further 
asked Mr. Holman: 

“Have you entered the competition to 
win any of the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co.’s $100 prizes by devising 
a plan in which to interest the public 
in its new rate schedule?’’ 

M.:. Holman then told me,’ without 
further solicitation, that “Ne had been 
employed by the Union Electric Light 
“#@nd Power Co. to chart its new ‘rates. 
'* He satd he had drawn a series of big 
Charts to illustrate the new scheme of 
rates. He described the charts as being 
almost a8 large as the top of his desk, 
and said he had forwarded them to the 
Union Blictrie Light and Power Co. He 
said he did not know whether it was the 
intention of the company to make the 
charts public. 

In concluding his: comments on _ the 
charts, Mr. Holman Faid, voluntarily: 


“Niy. conc! sion, . after comparing 
notes, is thu: they are theoretically 
lower than they ever were.” 

Phrase Made Deep Impression. 

Mr. Holman’s statement, freely made, 
that the rates wefe ‘theoretically low- 
ér,”’ made a deep impféSsion upon my 
mind. It occurred to me that here was 
the nub of this whole question. The 
lighting coémpany has’ beefi contend- 
ing that its rates are lower. The con- 
gsumers, who are paying the bills, say 
they are finding that they are payiig!], 
more for electricity than they were 
under old contracts. 


I was curious to know whether Mr. 
Holman had arrived at his conclusions 
from the study of the prifited sched- 
ules, or had gone into the practical end 
of the question by taking up the con- 
sumers’ bills and analyzing them. With 
Mr. Holman’s word's ‘theoretically low- 
er’ fixed in my mind I then. asked him: 
‘“Tilave you made any comparison of 
cohsumers’ biis to determifie whether 
the rates are actually lower?” 
“No; I do not know how the 
will work out In thé 4yills.”’ 


The two important facts brought out 
in thé interview were that Mr. Hol- 
man’s conclusions Were theoretical, and 
that he fiad-not gone into the practical! 
phase of the question at issue between 
the conswmers and thé Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. 
Did Not Say “Substantially.” 

Mr. Holman did not use the words 

“substantially lower’ during the inter- 

view. 

I was sitting "te 6 chair a few fest 
from his desk, paying particular atten- 
tion to what he said. 

After he had made these atatemesits I 
did not ask him any more questions on 
this subject. He’ remarked that he had 
done some éther work, of an engincer- 
ing nature, for the Union Blectric Light 
and Power Co., ®t he added that. he 
did not think the public would be inter- 
ested in that. 

After droppimag the subject of electric- 
al rates, Mr. Holman then discussed for 
a few minutes the cifficulty of the gen- 
®ral rate problem. He said he had been 
jengaged for several months in trying 
to work out a satisfactory water rate 
schedule for the city of Denver. He 
found the problem a very difficult one, 
he sal@, as the Denver authorities 
} Wanted a rate to cover a period of 20 
years. He said it was almost {mpossi- 
ble, under these conditions, to prepare

Bringing the interview to a close, I 
thanked Mr. Holman for the informa- 
tion he had given me, and expressed the 
wish that he would thoroughly enjoy his 
vacation when he got around to it.

Cramer’s Much Pigeonholed 
Measure Up in House 
Tonight. 





IS THREE MONTHS OLD 





Only One Member of Old 
Committee Has Been 
Retained. 





At Friday night’s meeting of the 
House of Delegates the Legislative Com- 
mittee of that branch of the Municipal 
Assembly will have in its keeping, for 
the second time within three months, 
the fate of Councilman Cramer’s public 
service bill. 

This same committee, of which ‘“‘Jig- 
gers’’ Gallagher is again chairman, 
pigeonholed the measure at the last ses- 
sion of the House, without vouchsafing 
its friends even a public hearing. It 
has had one reading and will receive 
the second Friday evening, before be- 
ing referred to Gallagher’s committee. 

Advocates of legislation regulating 
public utilities in St. Louis regard Coun- 
cilman Cramer's bill as the best of the 
dozen that have been submitted to the 
Municipal Assembly in the last eight 
months. 

Commission Well Restricted. 

While the appointment of the five citi- 
zens who are to constitute the public 
service commission is given by Mr. Cra- 
mer to the Mayor, with the approval of 
the Council, there are provisions requir- 
ing open sessions, access to its records 
and frequent reports to the Assembly, 
pending its investigations. 

Commissioners appointed under Cra- 
mer’s bill would have to be citizens and 
qualified voters of the city, and free 
from any connection with any of the 
public service corporations, here or else- 
where. They are to be named by the 
Mayor within ten days after the passage 
of the ordinance. 

An appropriation of $25,000 is car- 
ried in Mr. Cramer’s bill for the actual 
expenses of the commission and the 
payment of its expert, whose salary will 
be $10,000 a year. 

Priesmeyer Also Has Bill. 

Besides Cramer’s bill the House’s 
Legislative Committee has one drawn 
by Delegate Priesmeyer. His was in- 
troduced three weeks ago, and provides 
for a commission of three Councilmen 
and three Delegates, with the Mayor 
as chairman. 

From definite announcements made by 
all the Democratic Councilmen, it is 
certain that Priesmeyer’s bill would 
meet with no favor in the upper house. 
It is equally certain that the Mayor 
would veto any scheme to permit the 
House Combine participation in the 
making of a commission. 

The objection of the Combine, that 
the Mayor would create a commission 
partial to the public ud.ilities of the 
city is answered by the provision for 
open hearings, contained in Council- 
man Cramer’s bill. Public sessions 
would distinguished the Public Service 
Commission, Mr. Cramer contemplates, 
from the Municipal Terminals Commis- 
sion, which meets behind closed doors. 

Except for Chairman Gallagher, none 
of the men who were on the legislation 
committee of the House last session, 
is retained. 


Personnel of Old Committee. 


Delegates Ferd Warner, Fred W. 
Priesmeyer, Matthew Tobin and Sam 
Stannard, with Gallagher as chairman, 
were the legislation committee of the 
last session. 

At the time when Cramer's Dill 
reached the House, last March, Stan- 
nard had deserted the combine and could 
not have done much in ‘the measure’s 
behalf, even if he hes tried.

T0 BE INSPECTED 
NDLEY OLDS 


Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 


Contends That State Offi- 
cer’s Ruling Is Wrong. 








State Factory Inspector Sikes has re- 
ceived from Attorney-General Hadley 
and his assistant, John Kennish, opin- 
ions as to the legality of collecting in- 
spection fees in factories in which only 
the proprietor works or is found work- 
ing. 

The request for a decision on the point 
grew out of the case of Herman Adolph, 
a tailor at 3845 Finney avenue, who, on 
March 18 last, refused to pay the in- 
spection fee of 50 cents on the ground 
that he was not running a factory. 

The State Factory Inspector asked 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Falken- 
hainer to ‘issue a warrant against 
Adolph for not complying with the law. 
This he refused to do on the ground 


that the law did not apply to a factory 
in which only one person was found at 
work and on his personal opinion that 
it was not right to inspect such a fac- 


tory 
‘Sikes Says Small Places Worst. 


Following this small bakeries 
other factories all over the State 


fused to pay inspection fees. 
In his letter to Mr. Hadley, the State 


Factory Inspector wrote: ‘‘The inspec- 
tors find the smaller places the filthiest, 
and the child-labor law most frequently 
violated, and danger of peonage by the 
foreign element and child-labor abuses 
if not inspected. If Mr. Falkenhainer’s 
opinion prevails it will nullify the work 
of my department, as In most factories, 
bakeshops, tenement shops, etc., where 
only a few persons are working, they 
may be concealed during the visits of 
the inspectors and the law invaded.” 
Hadley’s Opinion Rejected. 
Attorney-General Hadley, in his re- 
ply, says: “The act of 1907 is clearly 
broad enough to include the case of a 


shop or factory with only one employe, 
or where the proprietor alone labors 
therein.’

\George Le as Unnerved 
After Fortune Teller Pre- 
- dicted Tragedy. 





DRINKS CARBOLIC ACID 





Aunt Says He Had Been 
Brooding Over Mother’s 
Financial Condition. 





A fortune teller’s prophesy s0 un- 
nerved George Le Beau, 27 years old, 
that he ended his life rather than await 
the predicted death. This is the opinion 
. Of Mrs, Annie Creeley or 22% Franklin 
avenue, his aunt. 

Mrs. Creeley and a husband pre- 


vented Le Beau from killing himself 
_ Wednesday, and had him taken to the 


City Hospital for observation. He was 
released early Thursday, and went to 
the home of his mother, Mrs. Marie 
Aubuschon, 6521 Hamburg avenue. 
swallowed carbolic acid Thursday after- 
noon in a saloon nearby, and died on a 
vacant lot outside. 

Mrs. Creeley told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Friday that George had 
told her he had consulted a fortune tell- 
er and that she had said he weuld:be 
ill for 10 days, a burden on his mother’s 
hands, and would die within three 
months. 

Mrs. Creeley said Le Beau told her he 
would rather kill himself than undergo 
lingering illness. After he was prevent- 
ed from ending his life he repeated to 
her, She says, that, he would forestall

the prediction. She did not learn the 


fortune teller’s name. 
Mind Believed Unbalanced. 
“Hie thoyght he had lung 


no indication of it that I could see. He 
worried, too, about his mother’s finan- 
cial condition. I think his mind was 
unbalanced.” 

The note found in Le Beau's pocket 


after he died is regarded by his aunt 
as supporting her belief that worry had 
unbalanced his mind. It was addressed 
to his mother and to wec and Walter 
Aubuschon and Joe Lorain, and read: 
“Let these people be notified in rota- 
tion. I am taking my life because I 
could not Fight gor mother’s wrongs. I 
have ‘tried be good, but 
have not ot My mother's trou- 
bles are on my mind.

I 
have tried to have my mother own the 
house where she 4 paying rent, but I 
have failed.

Theresa Robbe Starves Herself 
to Increase Saviftgs Par- 
ents Started. 





NEVER WORE A _ HAT 
Hospital Patient Hunted Shoes 
in Alleys, Always Bear- 
ing Her Treasure. 








For years Theresa Robbe traversed 
the streets of St. Louis, begging at 
back doors, with thousands of dollars 
wrapped in a rag in an old basket that 
swung from her arm. 

She was ragged and dirty, thin and 
miserable looking, and no one suspected 


that she had a fortune in bank notes 
and gold in the old baskei. That was 
Giscovered when her neighpors heard 
her screaming in her home early Thurs- 
day, and she told them that thieves 
had tried to rob her. 


the basket in a Way that made them 
wish to see into it. She sat with the 
basket on her lap and her arins around 
it, When the policeman sought to take 
it she hugged the precious thing to her 
breast. 

Starves Herself for Years. 

For years and years she had starved 
herself and denied herself, and had suf- 
fered for the necessities of life to save 
the $6607 that was in the basket, and 
it was dear to her, 

Her father and mother had denied 
themselves the comforts of life, too, 
and had died in the appearances of dir- 
est poverty that they might hand down 
to this daughter the thousands of: dol- 
lars they had saved. She inhérited their 
money and their miserly habits, too. 

Her father was a street sweeper for 
the city. His wages were $1.50 a day. 
He saved enough to buy a lot at 2211 
South hleventh street and to build a 
two-story brick house on it. The neigh- 
bors say that the Robbes.did not have 
even coffee in their house in those 
days. They never ate meat. They lived 
principally on bread. 

The first bath Miss Robbe had in all 
her 30 years was given to her Thursday 
at the City Hospital. And. then ghe 
got three baths. She said to. her at- 
tendants that she never . 


When one of her neighbors 
ton of coal she would wait until it had 
been carried from. the street, and then 
she would go out and sweep up the 
little pieces that were left. But she 
always carried on her arm the old 
basket with the $5000 wrapped, in the 
dirty rag. 

In her room were. boxes of horseshoes 
and screws and naijs that she had 
picked up. She would accumulate a lot 
of this junk and then sell it. 

Begged Soap Some Days. 

Some days she begr-d only soap. - ‘ .e 
would go to a door and say that she 
was a poor washerwoman, who had 
work if she only had a bar of soap. 
She would come home with her basket 
full of soap on one arm, and the basket 


in which the $5000 was hidden on the 
other. Policemen found hundreds of 
cakes of soap piled up in corners of 
her home. 


At times the woman would beg only 
tea. Her story then was that she was 
sick and needed a ‘‘drawin’’’ of tea. 
Almost every housewife would give it 
to her, wrapped in a piecé of paper. 
The police found hundreds of these little 
packets. 

She never visited the neighbors or 


talked with them and they kept aloof 


from her. 
The police do not believe that rob- 


berg were in her house. . 

“She just imagined it,” said Sergt.

NEW YORK, May 22.—The room of 
“Mr. Harrison’ in Mills Hotel No. 3 
at Thirty-seventh street and Seventh 
Avenue is vacant, and a well-knit, 
clear- -ey ed Englishman of 38 is on the 
sea bound for London to meet his law- 
yers and to claim his title of Sir Gen- 
ille Cave-Browne-Cave, his old Nor- 
man castle in Leicester, his 6000 
acres, and his right to apoint a vicar 
for his domain and his tenants. 

The Norman castle has accommoda- 
tions for sixty guests and a stable 
that quarters forty horses, and the 
estate has an income of $15,000 a 
year, 

“Mr. Harrison made the jump from 
Bald Knob, Colorado, to New 
York, and spent the last ten days 
here. He declined to announce on 
what ship he would sail, what name 
he would use as a traveler, but said 
good-by to his friend, W. F. Bullock, 
the New York correspondent of the 
London Daily Mail 

Sir Genille has become famous in 
the West and to some extent in Eng- 
land as the “Cowboy Baronet.” He 
was the second son of Sir Myles Cave- 
Browne-Cave, the eleventh baronet 
of his line, who died in February of 
last year. There was ahead of him 
in line for the title and the estate 
a brother, Geoffrey Lisle, but he died 
in 1880.

I have 
been making my living by breaking 
wild horses and roping cattle. The 
money I have has been earned in your 
own Western way, and, besides, the 
soft life of your big hotels does not 
appeal to me. I have been sleeping 
under the heavens, on the ground, up 
with the break of day, and astride 
my horse Blue Dog. I’m the cham- 
pion steer roper ot the West, with 
only one man ahead of me, the ‘cham- 
pion of the world, and Blue Dog did 
more to make the record than I did.”

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HAS PHYSICIAN RIGHT TO 
HASTEN DEATH BY OPIATE? 








St. Louisans Disagree on Ethics of Case Which 
Caused New Yord Medico-Legal to 
Denounce Practitioners. 





St. Louls men and women disagree on 
the question whether pkysicians attend- 
ing Willlam H. Marsh, a wealthy New 
York inventor who was dying of hydro- 
phobia, were justifiable in administering 
opiates to relieve his suffering in his 
last hours. 

That the anesthetics hastened death jis 
the conclusion of the New York Medico- 
Legal Society, which stopped Marsh’s 
burial and preferred a formal charge 
against his physicians, according to a 
press dispatch to the Post-Di spatch. It 
Was agreed by several physicians after 
Marsh was stricken that he could hot 
long survive. 

The dilemma presented by the Marsh 
case js like that famous example of- 
fered by Ingersoll, when he said that a 
man on a burning ship, facing certain 
death, was. justified in jumping from it 
and choosing the easier way out of the 
world. Adniinistering an anesthetic, it 
is agreed, almost invariably hastens 
death, when the patient is * a dying 
condition. 

Surgeon's Truce laid: 

Dr. C. H. Hughes. specialist in nerv- 
Ous diseases, does not bélieve in giving 
anesthetics in such cases as Marsh’s. 

“Whon Napoleon wanted Baron Lar- 
rey, his chief surgeon. to give euthanas!s 
to wounded soldiers,"’ Dr. Hughes said, 
“Baron Larrey replied that the function 
of the physician is to save and prolong 
life, not to destroy or shorten it. That 
must always be the right view. To ease 
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Same crisp, brown flakes 
every morning—

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@ patient’s pain at the cost of a single 
hour of life is contrary to all the prin- 
ciples of the medical profession, which 
lives to prolong 'ife.”’ 

Charles P. Johnson, lawyer, sald: 
“The physicians who relieved Marsh's 
pain had no intention of committing a 
wrong, and they cannot be held civilly 
Hable. I believe in doing all that is 
possible to alleviate suffering under such 
circumstances.”’ 

Mrs. Philip N. Moore, clubwoman and 
charity worker, said: 

“That is a thing which must be de- 
cided by the physician, in conjunction 
with the immediate relatives and the 
patient. Every case is individual, and 
must be decided.alone. Even if the 
anesthetic hastens death, as it often 
must, there are circumstances under 
which administering it would be justt- 
flable.’’ 


Dr. J. William Williamson, a phy- 
sician, declared himself strongly against 
such a practice. 

“As a matter of fact, the person dying 
of hydrophobia does not suffer so in- 
tensely as is usually supposed,” Dr. 
Williamson said. ‘The pain is deadened 
by the poison. I remember attending a 


boy who asked for ice cream between 
convulsions when dying of hydrophobia. 


I sent for it and let him have it. 

“An anesthetic can't prolong life. A)}- 
most invariably it hastens death. It 
does no good, and a physician has no 
more right to commit murder that way 
than any other.’’ 

Rests With Physician. 

Mrs. T. Griswold Comstock, club- 
woman, said: It is the thing to do 
if the physician thinks best. It seems 
the merciful way, since it makes the 
passing easier. But it is « thing for 
the physician to deciae always.

In effect, the decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States asserts the right and power of a mu- 
icipality to exact a license fee, based upom the num- 
ber of passengers carried, regardless of the omission 
of such a provision from the charter ordinance. It 
holds the city may impose this tax without the con- 
sent of the street railway companies affected. It 
does not fix the limit of such an exaction, but it is 
plainly of the opinion that 1 mill for each passenger 
is not ‘‘confiscatory’’ in the case of the St. Louls 
company.

Cheap labor has been the 
Western industrialism for a genera- 
tion. It is a sign of the times that 
it is making its Inflwence felt even in 
India. At a meeting of the Millown. 
ers’ Association in Bombay, Vitaldas 
Damodher Thackersey, the chairman, 
called attention to the probability of in- 
creeasing competition in the Chinese 
cotton market owing to the develop- 
ment of industrial enterprise among the 
Chinese. He pointed out that already 
the Chinese mills were turning out more 
yarn than India shipped to China, and 
the production per spindle was almost 
double that of Indian mills. 

The trouble is that Chinese labor is 
not only cheap but efficient, and in 
this connection thé following remarks 
may, be qtoted from a specch made by 
Mr. Larmour’in the Bengal Legislative 
Council: . 

‘Twenty-five years ago our workmen 
were nearly all Bengali Hindoos, and 
there was not a single Chinaman in 
our employ and only one or two.Moham- 
medans. Now we have a large number 
of Chinamen, an@ among the -Indians 
the Bengalis are in a very small minor!- 
ty. 

“The Chinaman, it is true, gets larger 
wages, but he earns his money to the 
hilt, works steadily, takes only one or 


at most two holidays in the year, ts} 


sober, punctual, and intelligent, and 
does not need to be continually urged 
to his work. The Bengali, I am con- 
strained to say, # very mueh te the 
contrary. 
tainly, but he earns for his employer 
even less than he gets. As.a rule he 
takes little or no real interest in his 
work, and if not carefully watched will 
scamp his job."
